Reports of the flu in Tarrant 
County are as high as they’ve 
been since 2014 — and the 
worst might be yet to come. 

Flu season should peak over 
the next two weeks, said Russ 
Jones, chief epidemiologist at 
Tarrant County Public Health. 

Statewide, reported hospital 
visits due to flu-like illnesses 
increased from about 10 percent 
to more than 14 percent for the 
week of Dec. 17-23, according to 
a report released Friday the 
Texas Department of State 
Health Services. 

“The month of January is not 
going to be fun for getting the 
flu,” Jones said. “We’re actually 
just ramping up.” 

Last week, 6.8 percent of all 
emergency room visits in Tar- 
rant County were due to flu-like 
illnesses, about a 50 percent 
increase from the week before,
